tempted to perpetrate the robbery of $100,0'0 
from aw sampan whilst being conveyed to a 
steamer leaving for Hangkong,. as reported in 
your issue of 26th ult, suffered the penalty of 
his crime.

The place was guurded by soldiers and 
Yamen runners, The poor victim was bronglit 
along from the Nam Hoi, trussed like a 
fowl, in an‘ ordinary Chinese basket,. used 
by coolies for carryiniy on bamboos, After 
some considerable uouble, and By the use of 
his queue as a hauling line, he was placed 
in an execution. cage. Someé_ten minutes 
Jater the magistrate artived and the execu- 
Uoners tied a common Manila rope three or 
four times round the victim’s neck and hauled 
it on tothe cage staunchion, at the same time 
knocking his. feet rests away. [t was some 
fifteen minutes later that the magistrate asserted 
that death had taken place. . The body of the 
victim will be left, according to Chinese rules, 
as it stands for 24 hours. Several uropeans 
witnessed the execution, and not a few of them

efficacy of alfied basils was furnished by so 
high an authority as Sir Georze Birdwood. 
Unfortunately, f1r, Prout’s experiments show 
that mosquitoes, neither avoid the plant nor 
are killed by it; while even fumes fran its burn- 
ing leaves strong cnough to drive humin be- 
ings out of thy room. merely redveed , the 
majority of morquitoes subjected ta their action 
toa leinporary stupor, The thsappointment

It: is easy to 
understand, of course, that Russia should en- 
deavourto perpetuate the impression‘ofa distur- 
bed state of affairs in China, especially since 
the prevalence of such an impression would 
lend. to an enforced continuation of China's 
military impotence. At the same time Rus; 
sian diplomats probably find the policy not at 
all palatable. It is hard for them to recancile 
such displays of distrust with any theory of 
neighbourly friendship, and neighbourly friend. 
ship has always been kept jn the ostensible 
forefront of theirdealings with China, 

It may be recalled here that this veto orginal 
ly covered a period of three years and extended 
to'all matetials employed in the manufacture of

The Peterburgshiya Viedonastt publisties al” 


long article on the Manchurian question, which 
is all the.more important because up to the 
present time this journal, and in, particular its 
editor, Prince Ukhtamsky, has strongly sup: 
parted Russia’s “mission” in China, In a 
résumé the writer states that “a reviaw of our 
(Russian) policy in the Far East for the last ten- 
yeurs, docs not reveal any. results from the 
cnormons efforts and great sacrifices made, and 
the heavy expenses incurred, Jt is possible 
that in a more or less remote future, we shall 
gather the fruits of our labours, but up to the 
present time the harvest has been unsatis- 
factory and indeed negative, We - have 
disgusted the . Chinese by our - action, 
nd in their.deep distrust of us they have 
thrown themselves into the arms of their 
historic enemy Japan, The Japanese have not 
been slow to take upon themselves the educa’ 
lion, in the widest sense of the word, of their 
hig neighbour, and are seeking methodically to 
realize under their own hegemony and for their 
own benefit, ‘the idea of Pan-Mongolism. . . 
The yellow peril is advancing upon us, not in 


the form of the armed Chinese warrior, but in ]- 


that of a peaceful seeker after employment and 
profit, and a sturdy competitorzin trade, manu- 
facture, and agriculture, The resourceful and 
iasolent ‘Jap,’ who regards as his natural in- 
heritance the who'e of Eastern Asia, and who 
knows how to combine personal gain with 
national aspirations, ‘is invading even Russian 
territory. How dangerous these yellow-faced 
missionaries of peaceful labour are is to be 
yathered ‘from the fact that even America has 
found it necessary to exclude them by special 
legislation. Many. other uninvited guests are 
pulting their fingers into the Manchurian pic 
prepared by us, which, during the cooking, we 
regarded as our own special dish, 

“And what about Korea? It has in every 
way come under the heavy ‘yoke of Japan, who 
has become its mistress to such an extent that, 
in spite of all protests, Japanese worthless 
raper money and nickel coins circulate largely 
in Korea; and what is still more: remarkable, | 
she Japanese have invaded Korea tn such num: 
‘ers that-it has practically become a Japanese 
colony yalthough there was a lime when Korea 
looked to its powerful northern neighbour in 
the hope of finding a strong support for its in- 
dependent development” 

With special reference to Russo-Chinese 
trade, the Khartinski Viestaik, the newly- 
estublished organ -of the trade depariment of 
the Eastern Chinese ‘Railway, stales that 
“during the last century, while “our (Russian) 
(race with European .countries steadily in- 
creased, and while the exports to Asiatic coun- 
tries, other than China, rose 0 a remarkable 
extent, the imports from China continue to be 
fur in excess of the exports to that country. 
While our merchants here (in Harbin) ‘in’ the 
centre of Manchuria, within easy access of 
large Chinese trading centres, are complaining 
of bad trade, the Chinese, merchants are doing 
a good business, even with such distant Russian 
centres as St, Petersburg, Warsaw, and Riga.”
